The City' of Hondo Mon­ 
day received its first Revenue 
Sharing check ii. the amount 
of more than $25, OOO and 
City officials were surprised 
at the amount.

"Yet, this check

retardant structure", or dam. 
The solution decided upon 
included channelization of 
tile Ball Waterhole slough 
through the City of Hondo, 
and enlargement of tile open­ 
ings beneath the Southern Pa­ 
cific railroad bridge and tile 
Highway bridge on the east 
edge of town. 
With such a channel, the 
creek could be managed and 
controlled as it swept near 
homes, and the floodwater* 
could be discharged south of 
the city with no damage to 
homes or personal property. 
Enlargement of the bridge o- 
penings would eliminate the 
"stacking effect" which 
caused water to back up a- 
gaiust tie embankments, 
reaching even deeper levels 
than it would otherwise have 
reached. 
Two approaches were stu­ 
died in regard to channeliza­ 
tion. A narrow, deep channel 
would necessitate the moving 
of fewer homes and would 
need less property to be pur­ 
chased from residents, but 
due to its narrow’, deep 
shape it would be subject to 
erosion and would have to be 
lined with concrete or rock. 
The federal share of the 
cost of tills lining would be 
prohibitive, about S I. 8 m il­ 
lion, and damages were esti­ 
mated to amount to "only" 
$600, OOO from flooding over 
the next IOO years. 
A second option was con­ 
sidered which provided for 
construction of a wider, but 
shallower, channel through 
which the water could move 
more slowly, anc with less e- 
rosion. This would eliminate 
the need for a concrete or 
rock lining, but the cost of 
relocating residents along with 
other costs of acquiring the 
property needed would drive 
this project above the cost- 
benefit limits, to about $0.7 
million of federal aid. 
Asked about possible piece­ 
meal in prove menu such as 
lowering die grade of 18th 
St,, whit . ca ;scs sonic 
backup, or simply widening 
tile bridge openings, Snyder 
replied "Government assis­ 
tance m rn eitlier completely 
protect against a 100-year 
frequency flood, or it can’t 
be given, " 
Mayor George Brucks told 
the audience that Hondo may 
I lave to take the problem on 
Itself, without aid lf neces­ 
sary. 


Brucks added that tile city 
cn'* ''ll '’’tl! ‘ ave to study the 
options left open and decide 
what action to take. Coop­ 
eration w ill be sought be­ 
tween tile City, Sout!tem Pa­ 
cific Railroad, and the Texas 
Highway De part me t on wid­ 
ening the bridge channels as 
a partial solution.

action may require a bond 
issue, and a new plan would 
require new, in-depth studies 
by City-hired engineer*

decades have been devoted to 
the teaching of necessary and 
useful skills to tile children 
and youth of this county. 
Tile church has been a fo­ 
cal point iii the life of this 
year's recipient. 
Service 
there has included that of 
teaching Sunday School class­ 
es, Missionary’ Society lead­ 
er, youth leader, and deacon 
as well as numerous other of­ 
fices of service and responsi­ 
bility. 
terliaps one of the most 
noteworthy contributions how­ 
ever has been to the handi­ 
capped child. Instrumental 
in the formation of the organ­ 
ization now’ known as ti* Me­ 
dina County Association for 
Exceptional Children ti* re­ 
cipient has devoted innumer­ 
able hours not only to the cre­ 
ation and development of this 
organization but to the im ­ 
plementation of a program 
for ti* education of the han­ 
dicapped clilld in our public 
schools. 
Although there lias been 
extensive involvement In 
community activities there 
has remained a solid family 
relationship. The recipient 
lias continued to be a respon­ 
sible parent, a devoted hus­ 
band, a loving wife. 
If all of the things which 
have been said up to now 
seem to describe a life which 
is beyond the capacity of a 
single person - and if it may 
seem strange to hear tills 
year’s recipient described as 
both husband and wife, it is 
no wonder. However, the 
solution is simple. 
Because, 
for the first time, tills year's 
Outstanding Citizen Award is 
given to two people, a hus­ 
band and wife. 
This fan ily moved to 
Hondo in 1944 and lias been 
a vital part of community 
life since that time. 
The wife, bom as the 
youngest daughter of a Bap­ 
tist minister, learned early 
ti* virtue of helping others. 
She graduated from Mary 
Hardin Baylor College and 
was a distiliguis)*d student 
listed in Who's W'ho in Amer­ 
ican Colleges and Universi­ 
ties. 
Her experience in teach­ 
ing was begun by teaching 
Home Economics but the 
course of her teaching career 
was to take on a new direc­ 
tion In later life.

As lias already bee: noted 
she lias been a faithful mem­ 
ber of her church. 
She lias 
not only been one to attend 
with near perfect regularity 
but si* has involved Jierself 
in those activities which con­ 
tribute to a life of service for 
C lutist. In particular, si* 
lias served among ti* youth 
of our church lutving taught a 
Sunday School class for ma­ 
ny years. 
The husband is a native 


of this county. He left Me­ 
dina County to attend college 
and in time earned his Mas­ 
ters Degree in Vocational Ag­ 
riculture at Texas A&M.

He has had a distinguished 
teaching career.

In spite of a busy profes­ 
sional life he has still found 
time for participation in com­ 
munity life as well.

in this area. 
Their Influence contribut­ 
ed to bringing together a 
group of concerned parents 
in the fall of 1962. Their 
desire was to promote the es­ 
tablishment of a program to 
help the needy child not only 
in the Hondo community but 
throughout Medina County. 
Tills group received a state 
charter in 1963 and formed 
the Medina County Associa­ 
tion for Retarded Children. 
Interest in the needy child 
continued to develop. In 
time it became evident that 
there were children with spe­ 
cial needs other than mental 
retardation which made at­ 
tendance in the regular class­ 
es of the public schools Im ­ 
possible. This led to the ori­ 
ginal organization to cliange 
its name and charter to 
"Medina County Association 
for Exceptional Children". 
Tills new name better sug­ 
gested ti* kind of program 
which would eventually de­ 
velop. 
Both husband and wife 
have served as president of 
the M. C. A. E, C. as well as 
in other places of responsibi­ 
lity. 
The wife invested herself 
even more deeply In the work 
she had helped to foster as 
she attended college in San 
Antonio so she could be certi­ 
fied as a Special Education 
teacher. Through her en­ 
couragement, and through 
her preparation. Special Ed­ 
ucation classes were added to 
the program of ti* local 
school district. 
She now serves as a coor­ 
dinator of Special Education 
and works with ti* Vocation­ 
al Rehabilitation Commis­ 
sion in securing work Suttons 
for the handicapped who are 
students in Special Education. 
In this day when we are 
said to be living in ti* midst 
of a disintegrating family life 
one might be made to wonder 
about a family where so ma­ 
ny varied Interests converge. 
I think It Is a tribute of the 
highest kind to hear ti* wife 
say about her husband, "His 
participation in the activities 
of his job, his church, Ills 
community have not deducat- 
ed, but have added to, Ills 
role as a husband and a fa 
tier. " It is a tribute by one 
to the other, but ecru Lily, I 
believe, it is ti* kind of tri­ 
bute due them both.

Weather Slows Screwworm. 


O ld man w inier slowed harvest of Texas agricultural 


products from the Panhandle to the R io Grande Valley. 


Citrus harvest was at a slower pace due to cold, wet 


weather. Cotton and grain sorghum harvest on the High and 


Low plains was delayed by snow and freezing weather. 


Peanut and soybean harvest was also cut back due to 


the weather; farmers were also unable to complete seeding 


of wheat and oats. 


But in spite of the bad weather, overall harvest is 


generally ahead of last year. Cotton harvest for the state is 


now more than 40 percent com plete compared with less 


than a third a year ago. Grain sorghum harvest, on the other 


hand, is slightly below last year at this time. Peanut harvest 


is virtually complete. 
Sugarbeet 
harvest 
is 60 percent 


finished compared to only about 50 percent at this time 


last year. Soybean harvest is behind this year compared to 


1971, this year the crop is about three fourths gathered; a 


year ago harvesting of soybeans was 85 percent complete. 


Pecan harvest is again slowed due to the weather for 


the third straight week in a row. 


Wheat seeding throughout the state is almost complete 


as is oat planting. Flax seeding is 75 percent complete 


compared w ith slightly more than half a year ago.
